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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. Claims 1, 3-11 and 13-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Balamuth in view of Nedwell. Balamuth teaches providing sonic and ultrasonic transducers 
below the upper surface of the water in the interior of the tub. The frequencies used by the 
transducers begins at 500 cycles per second, column 5, lines 25-27, thereby comprehending the 
claimed range. To any extent the transducers of Balamuth are not in the interior of the tub, 
Nedwell teaches the transducers can be located within the wall of the tub figure 5 or sitting out in 
the middle of the tube, in the interior figure 6. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Balamuth to provide the transducers on the interior of the tub as taught 
by Nedwell to provide the optimum spacing and effectiveness. The exact time of exposure 
would depend on practical intended use conditions. Patients having different types of conditions 
and different severities would require different amounts of therapy. 15-45 minutes or any 
desired time would be well within the realm of the artisan of ordinary skill. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,3-11 and 1 3-2 1 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

3. Balamuth would appear to teach the heart of applicant's claimed invention. The 
transducer 45 is located below the surface of the water and produces frequencies starting at 500 
Hz. The transducers are located on the "interior" of the tub however, Nedwell teaches that they 
can be mounted on the wall or separately located in the "interior" of the tub. Nedwell clearly

shows that the transducers transmit directly in the water. The energy waves 50 are directly 
transmitted in the liquid.
